“As the delicate condition of the prisoner 
bad been ted, a committee of doctors 
was appointed, who took her in‘o an adjacent 
house, stripped her, examined, and reported 
to the court that the statement of her situa- 
tion was uptrue. © was then found guil'y, 
SENTENCED TO BE BANGED, 
and gave four hours to prepare for death, All 
throogh, the prisoner had burne herself with 
the stolid fortitude a to herrace. [In 
the interval the doomed Juanita made her 
verbal will, gave way her little property for 
the use of various fnends, and was ready for 
the awfol moment when men tremble and 
ray; but so did not that little incarnation of 
uman heroism as ske looked out at the 
preparation of the scaffold. 

“THE GALLOWS 


was constructed on a bridge over the Yuba 
riveratthe lower end of the town.

To acquire 
tbe cetails thoroughly—to master the whole 
process £0 completely as to be able to take 
charge of an office like the one in this city— 
take~ years of study, and no ordinary degree 
of mentel capacity. The arrangements iu the 
Louieville office were made under the per- 
sonal direction of Mr, N. DeBree, chief ope- 
rator, who is probably as well qualified for his 
position as avy chief operator in the Uniun, 
and tbat. these arrangements were eutirely 
successful was e0db proved by replies from 
various offices that they had received the 
mecesge ot Prof. Morse. 

Besides receiving the extended telegraphic 
reports which appear every morning in the 
CouRIER JOURNAL, 8 much larger amount of 
telegrapbing is done in this city, is the way ot 
private messages, than most people imagine. 
At all hours cf the day, and nearly all night, 
some dozen instruments are constantly click- 
ing im the large operating room in the third- 
story of the principal office, on the corner of 
Second ard Main streets. To the uninitiated 
thw creates a confused Babel of sounds, but 
to the ear of the practiced operator all is 
orderly aud iatelligible. This office, as also 
the division of which this is the center, is ad- 
mirebly managed; the operators are generally 
young men of intelligence, cerefal in the per- 
formance of their duty, and, when we have 
sometimes bren tempted to complain of the 
**plunders of the telegrapb,"’ we have thoaght 
of the mistakes for which members of our own 
craft ere responsible, and held our peace. 

The celebration of Saturday is a suvject of 
pride to the entire telegraphic fraternity. It 
is @ merited honor to s msn of genius, con- 
ferred upon him by those who are pursuing 
@ business to which his genius gave birth. 
The character of the celebration, as well as 
the entiment which gave rise to it, is aa 
honor to the energy and liberality of the tel- 
egraphic guild, and a proof that the almost 
incalculable benefits of the art of telegraphy 
are recegnirzed and appreciated by the leading 
minds of the country. Suca names as appear 
in the proceedings would do honor to any 
occasion. Prof. Morse has the enviable dis— 
tinction of being one of the few men who 
have achieved greatuess in the peaceful walks 
of hfe, and lived not only to enjoy the profits 
of his genius and bis labor, but to wear the 
laurels of his triumphs. These are generally 
strewn in tardy homage on the graves of the 
heroes of ecience. 

The gravd feat of Saturday—the simul- 
teneous transmission of a message to thou- 
sands of points thousands-of miles apart—is 
one that will be long remembered, and an 
occasion for its repetitionsgay never occur 
again.
